50 KILLED IN SECOND TRAIN 
WRECK IN GERMANY IN DAY 


319 Dead, 


| Deaths i Earlier Crash Yesterday Rise to 
132 — 10 Accidents Since Oct. 8; 


311 Hurt. 


KARLSRUHE, Germany, Dec. 23 
(AP).—Two disastrous collisions on 
Germany's war-strained railway 
system yesterday took 182 lives and 


injured 139 persons, officials an- 
nounced today. 

The second occurred between 
Marksdorf and Kluftern when a 
passenger train and a freight train 
struck head-on at top speed. It 
killed 50 persons and injured 30. 

One hundred and thirty-two per- 
sons were killed and 109 injured 
when two passenger trains collided 
at Genthin. First reports of this 
wreck, published yesterday, were 
that 70 or more had lost their lives. 

Authorities made no comment on 
the series of 10 railroad -wrecks 
since Oct. 8, costing 319 lives and 
injuring more than 311, but the 
blackout generally was regarded 
as responsible. 

As to the Genthin .wreck, the pa- 
pers also commented that misty 


weather made signaling difficult. 

First investigations indicated that 
faulty signaling caused last night’s 
crash, railway authorities said, and 
the State Prosecutor ordered. ar- 
rest of the Marksdorf and Kluftern 
station agents.

Balanced against those qualities 
was an impulsive generosity which 
once led him to clear off the toy 
counter of a New York store at 
Christmas time by handing out 
presents as fast as an admiring 
group of urchins could grab them, 
while clerks frantically tried to 
keep track of the prices. 

Speed was his fetish. He owned 
fleets of airplanes, motor boats and 
automobiles. His office was in his 
hat. Fokker drew on a scratch pad 
the initial designs for the airplanes 
which the army airmen, Maitland 
and Hegenberger, flew from the 
American mainland to Hawaii; 
which Rear Admiral Richard E. 

Byrd flew across the Atlantic, in 
1927; which Sir Charles Kingsford- 
Smith used in many ocean cross- 
ings, and which Amelia Earhart 
rode in as a passenger in her At- 
lantic crossing in 1928.

Increase Is All in Afternoon, 
Due to Way Clocks 
Are Set. 


Days began getting longer today, 
yesterday having been the shortest 
of the year, but most workers will 


continue to arise in the dark for 


some time, wondering why the 
lengthening of the period of day- 
light does them no good then 
The explanation lies in the fact 
that stretching of the day for the 


next few weeks will be in the aft- 
ernoon, rather than the morning, 
according to time shown by watches 
and clocks, which is based on an 
average or equatorial position of 
the sun. Dr. Jessica Young Ste- 
phens, Washington University as- 
tronomer, explained to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
actually the day grows longer both 
ways from noon equally, on the 
basis of sun dial or “real” time. 
Difference between clock time 
and sun dial time varies as the sun 
swings from the winter solstice,

Fokker had found 
his lifetime work. 

He peddled the design to several 
governments unsuccessfully. But 
Germany hired him. In 1913, under 
contract, he was teaching young 
Germans to fly in a military school. 
At the age of 24, he was a vital 
part of the German military es- 
tablishment as it entered the World 
War. 

Fokker’s planes not only met the 
demands of the army. They out- 
flew anything the Allies could pit 
against them. In all, he built more 
than 8000 military machines for 
Germany during the war and acted 
as consulting engineer in the manu- 
facture of thousands of others. 

As a sideline Fokker developed 
the first synchronous machine gun 
for the German Army to permit 
firing through the propeller arc.

The larger hawks prey more on 
rabbits, squirrels and chickens. The 
opossum will destroy quail or chickens. 
The fox will destroy quail, rabbits, lit- 
tle pigs and turkeys and chickens. To 
preserve this desirable wildlife, it is nec- 
essary to destroy these enemies. 

An attempt rigidly to prevent the pres- 
ent and coming generations from indulg- 
ing in field sport, which the old nim- 
rods enjoyed t. their heart’s content, is 
ultra-conservation. The proper measure 
is to put a bounty on every enemy of the 
game that should be protected. 

As to fish, they will thrive in Black 
River, above and below the proposed dam. 
Below the dam, the uniform flow of the 
river, caused by the outlet of the dam, 
will cause hatcheries to become ideal. 

The water level can be kept in such a 
condition as to cover the spawn beds, 
until the fish are hatched. The present 
uncontrolled flow of the river, in which 
it rises very suddenly and falls suddenly, 
does not leave time for perfect hatching.

On a “Night of Light.”

T this time of year, when joy and 
peace and happiness are supposed to 
reign, this year in particular for us in 
America, it seems to me the 
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A DUBIOUS TAX DECISION. 
The episode ended more than a dozen years ago, 
but St. Louisans are still slightly dated when they 
think of the whirlwind technique with which Charles 
A. Munroe burst into town, bought out the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., pumped up its valuation, pocketed sev- 


|eral millions on a quick sale and departed for fresh 


fields. Now St. Louisans have occasion to gasp again 
as they see the former Insull lieutenant convincing 
the Federal Board of Tax Appeals that his one-man 
holding company, designed to spread his profits from 
the Laclede deal over a 10-year period, was not a 
device for avoidance of high personal surtaxes. 

The Laclede deal is only one phase of Munroe’s 
complex affairs reviewed by the board. He had formed 
a corporation in 1922, primarily for dealing in prom- 
issory notes given by buyers of electrical equipment, 
and the chief point at issue concerned the tax on 
certain profits of this company, supposed to run to 
several hundred thousand dollars. Munroe had also 
poured his Laclede bonanza into this company, and 
the board’s ruling may give him an opportunity to 
seek a refund of $1,140,411 in additional taxes he had 
paid on that deal. 

The decision is almost as amazing as Munroe’s 
St. Louis career. He and his associates bought the 
company in 1924 for a virtual pittance, it will be re- 
called, and immediately Munroe went into action to 
get Laclede’s rate-making valuation increased. It was 
then tentatively valued at $30,000,000, but when 
Munroe got through besieging the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the figure was hiked to $52,000,000. 
This was not for speculative purposes—Munroe was 
very plain about that. He intended to hang onto 
Laclede, to make its development his life work, to 
spend the rest of his days as a citizen of St. Louis. 

Then, little more than a year later, Munroe sold 
out to a holding company headed by Harley L. 
Clarke, another Chicago financial wizard. Munroe’s 
profit, it comes out in the tax appeal hearing, was 
$8,448,096, and, with typical adroitness, he sought to 
spread the return over 10 years for a purpose that 
must remain forever shrouded in mystery, since 70 
members of the tax appeal board say it wasn’t to 
avoid high surtax payments. 

But six members of the board don’t agree, and 
neither did the Bureau of Internal Revenue when 
the matter was put up to it. The minority opinion 
of the tax board holds that Munroe did escape in- 
come tax for a time as “the direct result of the plan 
disclosed by present facts.” Hence, the minority 
says, it is not unreasonable to think that this is pre- 
cisely what he was trying to do. To hold otherwise, 
it says, “would be to exalt artifice above reality and 
to deprive the statutory provision in question of all 
serious purpose.” The minority opinion is filled with 
similar tart comments on Munroe’s actions and the 
majority’s reasoning. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue didn’t seek to 
plumb Munroe’s motives; it simply ruled in 1928 
that his little plan wouldn’t do. It must have pre- 
sented cogent reasons, for it convinced this astute 
financier that the law did not permit his 10-year in- 
stallment plan, and so his personal investment com- 
pany paid up the additional $1,140,411 in taxes. : 

So we have the astounding spectacle of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue holding one view, and the Board 
of Tax Appeals an almost exactly contrary opinion. 
Obviously, such a division as this ought to be set- 
tled one way or another. The Government has the 
right to appeal the tax board’s strange ruling to the 
United States Circuit Court, and to the Supreme 
Court if necessary. This should be done, by all 
means. The higher courts have ruled plainly that the 
law does not tolerate the “incorporated pocketbook” 
device, frequently employed as a means of avoiding 
income tax. The Munroe scheme corresponds in 
detail to others that have been knocked out by the 
courts from time to time. 

Munroe is remembered in St. Louis as a flagrant 
example of the financial manipulators to whom the 
local gas utility owes most of its troubles. These 
gentry exploited for their own enrichment a busi- 
ness that would otherwise have been prosperous and 
stable, with consumers and security holders paying 
the price of their slick dealings. There was noth- 
ing St. Louis interests could do about that, but surely 
the Government will be able by appeal to upset the 
tax board’s weird decision in the Munroe case. 

To let this dubious decision stand unchallenged 
would be an appalling neglect of duty. The Govern- 
ment ought to go into action at once. : 
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CHICAGO LOWERS THE FLAG. 

The University of Chicago, whose football teams 
during the 4l-year reign of Amos Alonzo Stagg trot- 
ted triumphantly onto the field as the band played 
“Raise the Flag for Old Chicago,” has lowered its 
maroon banner on the gray ramparts of the Midway. 

Chicago, which despite the disastrous seasons of 
the last decade has won more undisputed champion- 
ships than any other team in the Big Ten, will play 
no more intercollegiate football. There is an end 
to the tradition of Eckersall and Steffen and Thomas 
and Berwanger—to the tradition of teams that 
counted their All-America stars by twos and threes. 

There are those who believe that President Hutch- 
ins’ announcement that “students now derive no 
special benefit from intercollegiate football” was in- 
evitable.

There were two alternatives. Being, in large 
measure, a graduate school with fewer underclassmen 
available than at the ever-growing state universities, 
Chicago might have become a sort of intellectual 
West Point not hedged about by the eligibility re- 
strictions of other schools. Or Chicago ‘could have 
gone out and hired a a good team. There are those 
who will tell you that recent squads on Stagg Field 
were as good as those of the old days, but that 
squads elsewhere grew much bigger and better. 

It is a little difficult to accept this view. There 
can be no doubt that at some colleges, particularly 
in the South, football has been grossly commercial- 
ized, but that can hardly be true of Illinois and 
Michigan and Harvard and Princeton—the teams that 
Chicago was wont to face, 

Nor can we help feeling that the future students 
at Chicago will miss something. Saturday afternoons 
would be different, even with a losing team on the 
field. But perhaps the university authorities have 
ected wisely. Perhaps they will set our colleges to 
re-examining their standards of values. And that 
will be all to the good. ae ;

This is the most surprising news to come out of 
a Europe that has specialized in nothing but sur- 
prises in the last few years.

Then it was launched against Finland. The 
weather—everything was said to favor it.

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POETIC JUSTICE FOR FEDERAL. JOBHOLDERS. 

Federal jobholders once upon a time were the 
fair-haired boys of the income-tax system. For 
years they enjoyed exemption from state income lev- 
ies, a juicy privilege that ended only recently, when 
the Supreme Court abolished it. Government employes 
have stifled their protests and are facing stoically 
the prospect of paying taxes in 32 states at least, but 
fresh screams are rending the air as many of them 
realize they now face a threat of double taxation. 

This arises from the District of Columbia’s new in- 
come-tax law, applicable from 1940 on to all Federal 
workers residing there. Rulings are coming along 
from various states holding that Federal employes 
who keep their former legal residence, so they may 
vote or run for office, are still subject to the home 
commonwealth’s tax, regardless of their payments 
to the District. . 

Double taxation is, of course, not a nice thing, but 
what ordinary tax-paying citizen is going to lead a 
crusade to save the jobholders from it? By and 
large, the public will take a mildly sadistic joy in 
seeing these former beneficiaries of exemption now 
squirming under a double burden. And it is, of 
course, an instance of poetic justice. However, 
some good may be accomplished while waiting for 
Congress to free them from the District tax, some 
of these jobholders may go so far as to give up 
their purely formal citizenship in distant states. Any- 
thing that helps reduce this item of political cam- 
ouflage is to be welcomed. : 
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SECURE TENURE FOR SOCIAL WORKERS. | 

After an investigation which included a confer- 
ence with State authorities, the St. Louis chapter 
of the American Association of Social Workers has 
published a report on the dismissal of John K. Row- 
land, formerly City Social Security Administrator. 

The investigation did not go into the merits or 
demerits of Mr. Rowland’s dismissal as such but 
only into the fairness of the procedure by which he 
was dismissed. The social workers found the pro- 
cedure faulty. 

They report that no provision was made for giving 
Mr. Rowland a fair hearing; that he was not given 
advance notice of his dismissal; that he was in- 
formed of the objections to his work only orally and 
in general terms, and that he had been given no 
warning of specific shortcomings in his work, with 
opportunity to correct them. 

These and other representations were made to State 
Administrator Haworth, with the request that the 


State Social Security Commission place in effect | 


rules of procedure which will insure that social work- 
ers hereafter understand what is expected of them 
and enjoy security of tenure. 

The proposals bear the imprint of reasonableness. 
If put into practice, they should increase the effi- 
ciency of the social security agencies. One unex- 
plained episode like the Rowland dismissal is more 
than enough.

Public Opinion 


HE President has termed the South “the 

Nation’s Economic Problem No. 1”—a 

phrase Southerners heard with mixed 
emotions. Regardless of astronomers, the 
old darkey insisted that “the sun do move”; 
and by this same token the South do move, 
too, 
In the present tense, the South is poor— 
desperately poor. In the future tense, it will 
be rich—enormously rich. Its present per 
capita wealth is the smallest, its money 
wage the lowest, its tenancy situation the 
most difficult in the country. And yet, if 
once the South be given the opportunity for 
co-ordinated development, it can attain an 
optimum use of human and material re- 
sources. 

Nearly every major Southern problem still 
stems from agriculture, and especially from 
cotton-growing. At the last census, the 
South had a little less than a third of the 
nation’s population but well over half of the 
nation’s farmers. Two years before the de- 
pression, its farm products had a gross value 
of three billions, against a little more than 
nine billions for the rest of the country. 

Its farm income average was $519, against 
$1611 for the rest of the United States. Over 
half of its farms were operated by tenants, 
a fifth of whom owned neither animals nor 
implements; to such, farming was less a way 
of life than an extractive industry. 

The whole situation has worsened during 
the depression, and particularly as to cotton 
culture, the most important element in 
Southern agriculture, This crop has always 
required more human labor, in proportion to 
its value, than any other product of the 
farm. Between 1928 and 1932, an average of 
40,500,000 acres were planted to cotton. 

* * * 


During the cotton year ended July 31, 1939, 
under the AAA setup, the acreage—a shade 
under 25,000,000—was the smallest since 1900, 
and only 59 per cent of the average since 
that year. Government rules about bene- 
fit-check sharing have caused many land- 
lords to discontinue the tenant system, 
further reducing cotton farm employment. 
All told, about 1,500,000 less people are now 
employed in growing and handling raw cot- 
ton than was the case a decade ago. 

This decline has not been caused by any 
reduction in cotton available for export, for 
we have almost 12,000,000 bales warehoused.

The South Do Move 


Loss of foreign cotton markets has been “body blow” to Southern 
states, but otherwise, the region is advancing, says writer; diver- 
vt sified farming gains ground and new industries continue to absorb 
part of the labor surplus; improvement is noted in race relations.

Probably Federal welfare activities have 
done the most to improve race relations. The 
Social Security Board makes earnest efforts 
to see to it that the funds it supplies to the 
states are administered with strict impartial- 
ity as to races. The Farm Security Admin- 
istration sees to it that Negroes get a fair 
share of the farms it buys. Often, such ef- 
forts run counter to local sentiments, but 
they do have a beneficial effect. 

The depression has not halted the South’s 
industrialization. In 1910, this section was 
only about one-fourth as much industrialized 
as the rest of the country; 10 years later, 
about two-fifths; now it is perhaps a little 
more than half as much industrialized. This 
tendency is bound to continue, for tle South 
has great quantities of cheap power, fuel at 
reasonable costs, an abundance of potential 
labor, and local taxation generally lower 
than in the North. So there has been a 
steady flow of factories in this direction, 
until today more than 1,500,000 people are 
employed in the South’s 30,000 manufactur- 
ing establishments.

In paper-making, the South has marched 
in seven-league boots, and the investment in 
its plants should now be close to the $1,000,- 
000 mark. The chemical industry, likewise, 
has been expanding greatly. 

The South's textile mills have made 
mighty strides. Irrespective of freight-rate 
discrimination and wage-and-hour laws, the 
South seems destined to become the textile 
center of the world. 

Lately, the Old South’s industrial devel- 
opment has been marked by the growth of 
many small industrial towns rather than 
that of a few metropolitan areas. The Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority is actively commit- 
ted to this policy, and like most TVA poli- 
cies, it has been intelligently beneficial. The 
TVA has fostered rural co-operatives, now 
spreading over the area, to take electricity 
to the farmers themselves. 

In every category, the South’s schools have 
become more competent. The really impor- 
tant universities are better organized, both 
as efficient educational tools and as centers 
for arousing intellectual curiosity. 

Politics below the Mason and Dixon line, 
like.other institutions, has been fermenting. 
For decades the South pinned its faith on 
Hell, Calomel and the Democratic party. 
But now there is a desire for a real 

system. Immediately after Mr. 
ver’s election, it was actively hoped that the 
Republicans would stop waving the “bloody 
shirt” and relate themselves constructively 
to the actual Southern problem.

The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 


tra provided its subscribers and o- 


casional patrons with an unusual 
musical experience yesterday after- 
noon in the Municipal Auditorium 


by performing an all-Beethoven' 
program which included a first St. 
Louis performance of the Triple 


Concerto in C Major, The other. 
numbers on the program were the 
Coriolanus overture and the C. 
Minor piano, concerto, and the three 
soloists were Ray Lev, young Amer- 
ican pianist; Seipione Guidi, vio- 
linist, and Max Steindel, ‘cellist. 
Some members of the audience 
would undoubtedly contend that so 


far as the Triple Concerto was 
concerned, the value of the experi- 
ence was confined to Beethoven 
specialists and the insatiably curi- 
ous. While agreeing that the Triple 
Concerto suffered by its compar- 
ison with the freely articulated and 
compactly organized C Minor piano 
concerto and admitting further that 


the strong writing for the orches- 
tra made the solo parts seem weak. 
it nevertheless must be spoken of 
as a work that nobody but a mas- 
ter could have written. 


Steindel Stands Out. 

Judging from the scale of the 
work and the uncompromising sim- 
plicity of the thematic material it 
was music that grew out of a 
monumental intention, Reminders 
of this intention were constantly 
forthcoming and, in the first.move- 
ment at any rate, they kept the 
interest sustained until the end. 
But when it finally appeared that 
the lines allotted to the soloists did 
not permit them to be either pro- 
tagonists or co-partners in the 
drama, the net effect was bound to 
be incomplete and unsatisfying. 

Miss Lev, Mr. Guidi and Mr. 
Steindel performed with musicianly 
style, with Mr. Steindel standing 
out because of the more interesting 
material allotted to his instrument.

PAWHUSKA, Ok., Dec. 23 (AP). 
—Osage Indians should have a gay 
Christmas, with $500,000 in quar- 
terly oll royalties in their pock- 
ets, but the year’s total of $2,500,- 
000 is a contrast to a peak of 
$29,000,000. 

The Indians received $230 a head- 
right for the closing quarter. But 
that $230, against $260 in Septem- 
ber, is indicative of how income 
from lands owned jointly by the 
tribe rises and falls with oil pro- 
duction and prices. Shrinkage in 
the Christmas-time payment result- 
ed from a 15-day shutdown of oil

He annoyed me, he irritated 
me, he got in my hair. He was al- 
ways believing in phonys—I mean 
from my point of view. In abstrac- 
tions like “masses,” “proletariat,” 
“liberals,” “progressives,” “Tories,” 
“CIO”—that’s an abstraction, too: 
Congress for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, It represents an idea and a 
leadership, not a real structure, its 
purpose clear, its plans definable, 

I don't like John L. Lewis. Hey- 
wood did. I don’t like his eyebrows 
and his lower lip and his sonorous 
Biblical quotations. His face is too 
much of something—and it’s not 
clear of what. 


Heywood could write. That's what 
really irritated me. when he began 
using words cut off from their roots 
and devoid of any precise mean- 
ing. When he said “masses,” he 
really meant people. When he said 
“tories,” he meant (for a while) 
any one who disagreed with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

A “proletarian” is someone who 
only furnishes the state with off- 
spring, but when Heywood was 
playing with the Communists it 
meant the subintellectuals who 
save the world at cocktail parties 
and prefer to think about masses 
because that save them from doing 
anything about folks. 


Heywood really loved people, 
especially poor people, especially 
people who never got a break. He 
believed there is something wrong 
with a world in which there is more 
than enough food, and clothing and 
building material, and hands and 
brains to produce them, and yet 
millions of people who can’t, for 
some reason or other, get these 
things or even a chance to make 
them. 


There is something wrong. He 
never could forget it himself and 
he wouldn't let other people forget 
it. People who have enough to eat 
and wear and nice rooms to live in 
like to forget it. A person who 
won't let you forget it becomes, 
by and by, a public menace to the 
complacent. Heywood Broun was 
a red rag to the complacent. 

He ‘never was quite sure just 
how you could solve the whole 
economic problem. 

That was to his credit. If he 
had known he would have been 
either the greatest man alive or in- 
sane. 

But he played around with people 
who thought they knew, and who 
if you gave tyem a chance to dem- 
onstrate their formulas, would be- 
gin by starving millions. 


But Heywood Broun was never a 
Communist. He belonged to the 
left, because his heart was with the 
poor, not because his mind had 
found a solution. 

He liked people. When he met 
them face to face he liked a great 
many “tories” and “reactionaries.” 
He found that they were people, 
too. They had enough to eat and 
wear, but they were often wretch- 
edly unhappy, deeply lonely and 
about as good and kind, generous 
and intelligent as the average. 

Heywood couldn't hate these peo- 
ple unless he made abstractions of 
them. He thought I was dread- 
fully reactionary but he liked me. 

Whatever his mind thought, his 
heart and his instincts were gener- 
ous—to nearly everybody. 

H himself had plenty of 
the things he thought everyone 
should have, but he wasn’t very 
happy himself. He was looking for 
something that he didn’t find at the 
cocktail] parties or even in the 
trade-union movement, a bigger, a 


more universal community, an ideal“ 


that he could share with all man- 
kind—not just with categories of it. 

He was never a Communist. He 
didn't have what it takes. He 
didn’t have hate. He was a demo- 
crat and a humanist, and he be- 
lieved in the gospel of love.

The other men convicted were 
Herbert W. Waguespack, former 
chairman of the Levee Board's fi- 
nance committee: Henry J. Miller, 
accountants, and Robert J. New- 
man and Norvin Trent Harris Jr., 
partners in the brokerage firm that 
handled the refunding transaction. 

Judge Wayne G. Borah said sen- 
tence would be imposed next Thurs- 
day. The maximum penalty is im- 
prisonment for five years and a 
$1000 fine on each of the seven 
counts on which the men were 
found guilty. 

Shushan is the second of the Long 
lieutenants to fall in the Federal 
Government’s investigations of 
Louisiana scandals. 

The first was Seymour Weiss, 
once a close adviser of Long, also 
convicted of mail fraud. A third, 
former Governor Richard W. 
Leche, faces trial next month. 


Weiss has appealed his conviction 
of mail fraud in the $75,000 sale to 
Louisiana State University of hotel 
furnishings which the Government 
said L. S. U. already owned. He 
got a 30-month penal term and was 
fined $2000. Four others, including 
L. S. U. President James Monroe 
Smith, were convicted with him. 

Shushan and Weiss were charged 
with income tax fraud in the 1935 
political investigations. After Long 
was shot and killed, Shushan was 
acquitted. The Government then 
dropped cases against the other 
Long lieutenants but Weiss had to 
pay a civil fine. 

Shushan, once president of the 
Orleans Levee Board, was a trusted 
underling of Long, who named the 
airport here in his honor. Since 
the present scandals broke the 
name was changed to New Orleans 
Airport and Shushan’s name was 
torn from numerous places.

LABOR BOARD DENIES 
AF L CHARGE OF BIAS 


Counsel Issues Statistics to 
Show Impartial Treatment 


of Both Union Groups. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP). — 
The National Labor Relations Board 
flatly denied yesterday AFL 
charges that it had been partial to 
the CIO and cited statistics to 
show that the two labor rivals had 
fared equally well before the 
board. 

Charles Fahy, general counsel, 
outlined to reporters the Labor 
Board’s position. He said that of 
the 112 representation cases last 
year in which both the AFL and 
CIO had participated, the AFL had 
won 51, the CIO 44 and both had 


won partial victories in 13. In 
cases involving a direct conflict, 
Fahy said the board had upheld 
the AFL in 16 and the CIO in 19. 

He cited these other statistics for 
the same period: 


Unions recognized by employers: 
AFL, 434 involving 62,000 workers; 
CIO, 436, involving 55,000 workers. 
Collective bargaining contracts 
made: AFL, 374; CIO, 347. 

Union members reinstated: AF, 
3305, with $255,000 in back pay 
awarded to 1370 members; CIO, 
4019, with $365,000 in back pay 
awarded to 1512 members,

2 water and two teaspoons olive 
oil. 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Add water and oil, beating thor- 
oughly. Pour into loaf pan greased 
with olive oil and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
40 minutes. Makes one loaf. 

The person who is egg sensitive 
gets along pretty well because he 
can eat any breads which do not 
have eggs used in them. For fats 
he can use butter, meat, poultry or 
vegetable fats, olive oil and oleo- 
margarine. He can have all kinds 
ef fruits, meats, nuts, poultry and 
game, sugars and vegetables. The 
cook must prepare pastries with 
no egg. The cinnamon toast and 
rye-rice bread, for which recipes 
are given above, come into this 
field. 

Desserts present a great problem 
for these people, but with some in- 
genuity desserts without either 
wheat, egg or milk can be concoct- 
ed.

Candied Apple Betty: Two large,
